Easter-tide ended with last Sunday 


and the three days of supplication fol- 
lowing have ushered in Ascension- 
tide. But last Sunday was also the 
day marked by the annual Episcopal 
visitation to the parish, which visita- 
tion occurred in the evening.

to the younger boys, and on the other 
the matron down to the little girls. 
No one who knows the Rector and 
his absorbtion in pastoral work, can 
doubt the individual preparedness of 
the class for the beautiful apostolic 
rite of "the laying on of hands", ad- 
ministered to each one, as m turn 
:hey knelt to leceive it. 


The Bishop's address to them was 


very simple, clear and instructive;

—the power of God committed to hu- 
man administration; the divine treas- 
ure in earthly vessels.

It i* quaintly 
stated that Sir Thoinaa wag -a mau 
of good conscience and knowledge lu 
divinity." Pole's date was 101L 


The next notable- Instance of the use 


of torture was in 1C02, iu tlie fiak-m 
witchcraft excitement, when 
Giles 


Cory was preaaed to death—the -peine 
dure et forte." the most horrible of 
deaths. 


Executions were In public through 


out the east until comparatively recent 
times. When Quelch, the pirate, and 
six others were banged In Boston. Sc-\v- 
all wrote in his diary. "When the scaf- 
fold was let to sink there was such a 
screech of the women that my wife 
heard it. sitting In our entry next to 
the orchard." thougfc the gallows was 
a mile away and the wind unfavorable.

within the century. 


CURIOUS FISH. 


Their Keep Tkelv Knr* I" Natural 


Pocket^ IH Tfcelr Mouth*. 


In the se:i of Galilee, or Luke Tibe- 


rias, as it is also called, there is s 
strange fish named the Chromls siruo- 
nis, which is more careful of its young 
than fish generally are. The male 
takes the eggs lu his mouth and keeps 
them in his natural side pockets, where 
they arc regularly hatched uud remain 
until able to shift for themselves. By 
this ingenious lirrangeruout the brood 
is comparatively guarded against its 
natural enemies. It is easily reel. too. 
but it is a puzzle how the little cues 
escape being eateu alive. Awhile ago, 
eays a traveler writing to a religious 
contemporary. I fouud in my uet a 
number of these fish without eyes. 


Others of the species, when I lifted 


them up. dropped a number of little 
fishes out of their mouths, which swum 
away hastily. The natives explained 
the pheuomenon. The blind chromia 
Is the victim of sea hawks. 
When 


these birds have eaten tbeir fill they 
begin to look out for tidbits. 
Aftei 


catching a fish they hit its forehead 
with their sharp beak, knocking out 
the middle part, ia which their eyes are 
set. 
The bony structure- is dropped 


Into the water, but the eyes are eateu 
by the 
birds with 
great 
relish. 


Strangely enough, the fish general!; 
survive this rough treatment. 
The 


wound heals up quickly in vsv.ter. and 
they continue to ply tbe lake for food 
as if nothing ,hud happened.—London 
Standard. 


FOND OF FINERY. 


E.ARLY FIRE IMPLEMENTS. 


I* TfcU 


11.4? 


Undoubtedly the first -tire company 


organized in this country was formed 
]u Nov.- York iu 1058. It was called the 
l*ro\vl,»rs and was comjiosed of eight 
men. with 230 buckets, books aud small 
liddero. Where the buckets were ob- 
tained and whether or not they wc-r« 
iu addition to those owned by the town 
the records fail to state, lu 1670 Salem 
purchased two or three dozen cedar 
buckets, besides hooks and other im- 
plements; also the selectmen and two 
others were authorized to take coin- 
wand at tires aud to blow up and pull 
down buiUliugs when such action was 
uecessary. 
This practice apj«eara to 


have been much more commou before 
the use of engines than afterward. 
Boston on Sept. 9. 1070. ordered that 
every quarter of the town should be 
provided with twenty strobes. two 
scoopos and six axes. The swobes. or 
swabs, as they are now called, were 
long handled mops that could be used 
to put out roof Ores. The general use 
of swabs has long siuce disappeared, 
but when a slight blaze is beyond the 
reach of a pail of water and more im- 
proved apparatus is not at bund a 
long handled mop is today tbe most ef- 
ficient article to be used. 
In Japan 


these swabs may lie seen on many roof 
tops. 


In 1600 New York ordered that five 


ladders and also books bo made. 
In 


Philadelphia no mention is made of 
public precaution against fire . until 
1696. when a law was passed forbid- 
ding tbe firing of chimneys or allowing 
tbe- same to become foul. Each housa 
was to have a swab, bucket or pail. 
Another act was passed in 1700 order- 
ing every household to have two leath- 
er buckets. In the following year sir 
or eight books for the purpose- of tear 
Ing down bouses were ordered to b*> 
made. 


BINDING THE FEET. 


J»ell«ht In Dreiiii and Gor- 


veon* Trapping*. 


Elephants are passionately fond oi 


finery and delight to see themselves 
decked out with gorgeous trappings. 
The native princes of India are very 
particular in choosing their state ele- 
phants and will give fabulous sums for 
an animal that exactly meets tbe some- 
what fanciful standards they bava 
erected. 


For these they have made clotbs ot 


silk so heavily embroidered witb gold 
that two men are hardly able to lift 
them. 


An amusing instance of elephantine 


pride is narrated: The .elephant which 
usually led tbe state procession of a 
rajah beiug 111, toe magnificent trap- 
plugs were placed on one which had 
up to that time occupied only a subor- 
dinate place. 


The animal, delighted with Its finery, 


showed its glee by so mnuy little 
squeaks aud kicks of pleasure that gen- 
eral attention was attracted to it. 


Not long after another state proces- 


sion was formed, and tbe previous 
wearer of tbe gold clotbs. being re- 
stored to health, took bis accustomed 
place and trappings, when the now de- 
graded beast. Imagining, perhaps? that 
ho was being defrauded of bis promo- 
tion, was with great difficulty restrain- 
ed from attacking the leader of the 
parade. 


Head Marker*. 


On some of the Yorkshire moors 


white posts are to be seen along the 
narrow tracks which servo as roads. 
They are called "stoops" aud are some- 
thing like boundary posts in appear- 
ance. A casual observer might imag- 
ine that they really did denote a coun- 
ty or parish boundary, but such is not 
the case. 
When suow covers the 


ground and the pojtbs are invisible 
these posts point out where they He 
and so save the wayfarer from being 
lost.—London Mail. 


Till* Queer Chinese Custom Is a Corn-

An admirer 
of true beauty has bis own individual 
tastes, disdaining to follow the dic- 
tates of others. Our ancient literature, 
Jn both prose and poetry, has many al- 
lusions in praise of beautiful women, 
but in no instance touches upon small 
feet.

man's well made shoes are said to be 
square, and a woman's round, at the 
toe. In the T'ang dynasty, the first al- 
lusion to the feet of Yang Kwei Fei, 
the court beauty, was about her silk 
stockings.

Origin of the 


It is to India and to tbe Arabs aa 


middlemen that Europe, and through 
Europe America, owe the orange. The 
orange crossed from Africa to Spain 
with Mohammedanism, while probably 
the crusaders are to be thanked for 
bringing it to Italy and western Eu- 
rope among their trophies of the east 
The very name is really Arabic—"na- 
ranj"—and of eastern origin, though 
the legend that It comes from two 
words meaning "elephant" and ''be

Kroiu this moment tbe roots grow 


Stronger and stronger until they resem- 
ble a lot of rope ladders thrown over 
tbe tree. Xext the parasite sends down 
a great cord, which twines around the 
trunk of the supporting tree, at first as 
though in loving embrace, but It grows 
tighter and tighter, eventually stran- 
gling its benefactor out of existence. 
The nurse tree thus killed rots to de- 
cay, and from the immense fibrous 
roots of the destroyer now springs a 
great trunk, which rises high into the 
air.

OCEAN ROPES. 


* M«rU* Plant Tbat GM»W« m >«*M 


Tfcier HnH4lr*4l F««t l#»e. 


The largest marine plant aud proba- 


bly one of the highest plant* known on 
this globe is a gigantic seaweed, tlie 
ni;mx.-y$tls. the stem of which has 
bwsu I'ouud lu grow as much tut 300 
IVet long. U was unit discovered not 
fur from the Alaskan coast, but bus 
since bot-u found floating lu various 
parts of tbe Pacific ocean along tbe 
American and Asiatic shores. This 
seaweed grows !u a very curious wan- 
ner. Large quantities of it are fouud 
at a little distance from shore aud at 
depths not exceeding 300 feet. 
Ou 


loamy bottoms large thickets of this 
plant take root, and a stem of tbe 
thickness of ordinary cord grows up- 
ward. At its top there is a pear shaped 
balloon, which grows witb the stein, 
and when it readies the surface of tbe 
water it often measures six feet and 
more in length, with a diameter of four 
feet six inches. This balloon has, of 
course, au upward tendency aud keeps 
the stem growing until it floats on the 
surface of the water. From the top of 
this balloon a large tuft of strong, 
thick, spade-like leaves grow out, which 
originally are not more than two feet 
long aud which grow and split until 
from the balloon a roselike growth of 
from fifty to sixty-five feet in diame- 
ter covers the water. This gigantic 
weed grows iu such quantities that 
near the shore large meadowlike is- 
lands are formed, which Impede navi- 
gation. 
The natives of the Aleutian 


islands make manifold usage of this 
plant. From their strong dried steins 
they make ropes 250. feet and more 
long, while balloons of this weed fur- 
nish them with large vessels after they 
are dried, the smaller ones being used 
in their boats to bail out water. The 
long leaves, after being dried, are cut 
Into narrow strips and used for wicker- 
•work, the making of baskets and simi- 
lar furniture.

liquids used tbe stomach la not only 
overfilled and unnecessarily burdened, 
but the gastric secretions are so weak- 
ened by dilution that they can act but 
slowly upon the food mass. 
Here 


again -we have the food remaining in 
the'-stonftich for too long a period, and 
there is likely to be produced all of the 
symptoms aud signs of-an Intoxication 
due to the absorption into the system 
of tbe products of decomposed foods.

A WAY OUT OF THE DIFFICULTY 


Prom "Washington conies 
the fol- 


lowing significant dispatch: 


"Secretary Taft has complied with 


the request of the municipal authori- 
ties of Philadelphia and loaned them 
one of the big government dredgers 
used by the army engineers to carry 
forward the work undertaken by the 
city of deepening the channel of the 
Delaware -River. This action was 
not taken without strong protest 
Irom private interests 
controlling 


dredging plants, -which asserted that 
the national government had no right 
thus to prevent them from securing 
remunerative work for their plants. 
But Secretary Taft, after a thorough 
examination, held that although this 
Delaware River work is being done 
at the expense of Philadelphia, which 
In fact, is expending about |750,000 
on that score, the project is really 
one for the good of the whole country 
and thus the national government is 
properly interested in its success." 


If Philadelphia can be loaned a 


government dredger for work under 
the direction of the municipality why 
cannot Portsmouth be equally fav- 
ored? Certainly, the early removal 
of the rock left from the 
Hender- 


son's point explosion is of the ut- 
most importance. 
More than that, 


although it is being done by contract 
It is work for the government itself. 


We have been 
told many 
times 


that the reason Cor the failure to 
send the larger ships of the navy 
here for repairs is that Henderson's 
Point has not yet been fully re- 
moved. 
•Complaints 
of 
the 
slow 


progress of the work have been an- 
swered by the statement that it has 
been difficult to secure dredging ap- 
para'tus. The dispatch above quoted 
would' seem to suggest an easy solu- 
tion of the difficulty. 


'Certainly, if army dredgers can be 


loaned to a city, they can also be 
loaned .to the navy department. Even 
though in this ease contractors are 
doing the work, the government 
would certainly be justified in doing 
anything that might suggest itself to 
hurry operations. 
Private 
owners 


of dredging apparatus could hardly 
complain, either, because we are as- 
sured that the Henderson's Point 
contractors cannot secure the dreds- 
ers they want. 


If payment to the war department 


should be 
necessary, 
the 
city of 


Portsmouth could bettei 
afford 
to 


make ttfPpayment itself than to al- 
low further delay. 
Portsmouth has 


•uttered severely because of delay al- 
ready. 
If the work can in any 'way 


be hurried, it behooves all who pos- 
sess influence to exert it. The board 
of trade might give the matter atten- 
tion. 
The ' Merchants' 
Exchange 


might communicate with those who 
have the ears of the powers that be.

WEEKLY WEATHER BULLETIN 


New England Bureau For The Week 


Ending May 21 


The week began with low tempera- 


tures throughout the section, the low- 
est occurring on the morning of the 
15th. 
On this date it fell to near 


or slightly below 40 in Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island and Connecticut, 
and in Maine, New Hampshire and 
Vermont to near the freezing point 
at most stations, and in some locali- 
ties to below 30. Frosts were gen- 
eral in the interior and 
northern 


parts of the section during the cool 
period, and a number of observers re- 
ported that the ground was frozen. 
After tbe l'5th the weather gradually 
became warmer and seasonable, and 
on the 18th and 19th Summep-like tem- 
peratures prevailed. On these dates 
above SO occurred in all parts of the 
section, except at places affected by 
winds from the ocean, and several 
observers reported maxima 
of 90. 


This was the first marked warm wave 
of the present season. 
While the 


temperature during a large portion 
of the week -was normal or 
below, 


the warm weather of the 18th 
and 


19th made the average temperature

which is being directed from local 
dealers to lhe big mail order bouses Is 
ihrcaiening the prosperity of thousands 
oi country towns and cities. The busl- j 
ness of these big concerns is multiply- j 
sng ai an alarming rate, and if the ra- j 
no continues the ultimate demoraliza- 
tion of business iu many rural towns 
is a foregone conclusion, says Edward 
K. Slater, food commissioner of Minne- 
sota, in the Retailers" Journal. Chi-! 
cago.

Who buffers the greatest financially?, 


It is the business men of the communi- j 
ty. Any disinterested person familiar 
with the ins and outs of the business 
will concede that the consumer is not! 
profiting at the expense of the home 
merchant. If this were true the con-j 
sumer could not be blamed for taking 
the best end of the bargain. For the 
sake of the argument we will assume 
that the consumer is receiving just as 
good treatment at the hands of the 
mail order house as he does from his 
horns merchant. The loss to the mer-1 
chant must be somebody's gain. It 
follows, therefore, that the mail order 
house proprietor is the only one who 
is benefited. 
j 


But the question naturally suggests' 


itself, why does the business of the 
mail order house increase at such an 
alarming rate i£ the 
consumers are 


not being benefited? This is one of the 
greatest arguments advanced by the 
advocates of the mail order business. I 
The answer is found in the fact that 
the purchaser responds to advertising 
and he doesn't like to'do business with.' 
a country merchant who went to sleep 
soon after he opened up his business t 
and hasn't waked up yet. That is the 
situation in a nutshell.

business of the ) mail 
order 


houses has beeu built upion advertis-; 
ing, advertising, advertising! 


My department has beeta giving con- 


siderable attention to groceries shipped 
into the state bv- mail order houses. 
We have been trying ^.o place before 
the consumers the fa«t that many ot 
these goods are illegal under our pure 
food laws, and that this department 
has no jurisdiction civer such ship- 
ments. We cannot punish such violat- 
ors and thus protect the consumers, 
as we are enabled to do l when the goods 
are sold inside ihe stalte. It follows, 
as a matter of course, that this depart- 
ment desires to see goods only pur- 
chased through local dealers, so that 
all consumers will receive the protec- 
tion afforded by a strldt enforcement 
of our pure lood laws. 


The country merchant* aiust do his 


duty if he desires to compete with the 
catalogue house. He must beat him 
with his own weapon—advertising. He, 
too, must tave special prices on certain 
articles if he wishes to hold] the home 
trade. Grocers and country (merchants 
who think they are so located that 
they 
cannot advertise 
«uocessfully 


should study the subject of advertising. 
There is probably no stone, city or 
country, whose business could not be 
advertised successfully if 'the propri- 
etor only knew how and haK<the nerve 
and patience to rlo it There tare a few 
country merchants in remote" localities 
who have mastered advertising so suc- 
cessfully that mail order competition 
does not bother them. This i idea that 
you have lived so long in a ftown that 
everybody knows you and j»ou don't 
need to advertise is a rnistalke. This 
very indifference to advertising, indif- 
ference to doing business the rway busi- 
ness is done in this day urad age, is 
what has enable-1 the mail ordter houses 
to grow from mere no thing tao -great 
concerns. 


The merchant who can convince the 


people of his section and. keep them 
convinced that his store Is the best 
place to buy this and that article will 


• n6t lose trade to the mail order house. 
Of 'course, he cannot afford to get out 
a catalogue as t'aiqk as a Bible, but he 
can keep an advertisement in his local 
papers and see that it is changed every 
week, thus keein^ new bargains con- 
tinually before ths public. He should 
also have a mai'rag list and send out 
a circular letter nt least once a month, 


Nothing is move discouraging than 


beginning an :u',-ertising campaign. 
Results are almost invariably slow at 
fust. It tal'.es p'uck—you must keep at 
It and master u. 


Don't look upon your country news- 


pap?!- as an object of charity. 
There 


is not a single country newspaper in 
your state, with n general local circu- 
lation, which it> not able to give lull 
value for money received. The country 
papers can help you solve this question 
U yon will give 'hem the chance.

Cleaning Carpets. 


Carpets should be taken up, and if 


not cleansed professionally should be 
beaten, well brushed and hung out of 
doors to freshen the colors. When re- 
laying carpets a layer of felt should be 
placed below them. 
This serves the 


double purpose ot wear and tear and 
makes the rooms warmer. For the sake 
of economy sheets of brown paper may 
be used instead of felt, and make an 
admirable substitute.
